Usurpation of Authority by United 
States Commissioner Con- 
ley and an Interference 
With Personal 
LAberty 0

most outrageous acts of judicial usurpation 
ever perpetrated was done yesterday by 
United States Commissioner Conley. He 
had been hearirg the case of 8. P. Wells, 
charged with violating the Enforcement Act.

A negro witness 
had sworn falsely. After “he left 
the room, two policemen, sworn officers, 
arreste | the nogro as the law allows in cases 
of felony, © hold him until a warrant for 
perjury could be sworn out.

Marshal aud brough the negro back, and 
mvie out an order sending the policemen 
to jail without a hearing.

$10,000 each, which was promptly given. He 
refused to bail them to appear in the morn- 
ing for a hearing.
